son and Willis Toole, with their 
families, living in Williamstown, 
south of Milroy, came to Rush- 
ville, early on that morning and 
after'transacting their business 
affairs started for home,, about 
noon. Good humor prevailed un-- 
til they had reached a point just 
north of the old Bennett schopl 
house, when a little girl of Bry- 
son's, accidentally dropped her 
bonnet and Lon got out and got 
it. Toole was driving and when 
Bryson got back in the wagon he 
says to Toole,- -Bud let's take an- 
other, drink." For some" cause" 
Bryson gave his little daughter a 
vicious slap and Toole remon- 
strated saying, -Lonnie if-'-I was 
you, I wouldn't strike my little 
girl that way." "I can slap you or 
anybody else, who wants to take 
it up." At this he jumped-out of 
the wagon, took out an old'22 cal. 
revolver and said, "D—n you, I'll 
shoot you." Bryson threwjup his 
hand and said, -Don't shoot Lpn- 
nie." Without another word Bry- 
son began shooting and Toole 
started to, and got hold of the 
angry man after jumping.out on 
the east side of the wagon and 
ran around it to get out of Bry- 
son's line of Are, but he had been 
shot.jn the hands and side. In- 
ternal hemmorrhage set in" anc 
Toole died at the residence of 
Robert 'Perkins, a short distance 
east of the crossroad, where he 
had been taken after being shot 


Jesse T. Winship, who lived 


west of the crossroad, with Or- 
lando Lee and Aleck Armstrong 
were .in his .scale shed weighinf 
clover seed and in full sight oJ 
the affray, and proposed going up 
to the men, when they h,eard 
loud talking, and did go, but the 
other men said, they were close 
enough. Mr. Winship's testimony 
was, "That Bryson jumped out 
of the wagon on the west side 
and drew his revolver. That Toole 
got out on the east side and acted 
as if trying to screen himself. The 
man on the west side ran around 
behind the wagon to the east 
side to about the wheel.'' Mr. 
Winship then heard a shot, saw 
smoke and the man with the pis- 
tol advance, fired again and at 
the third report the merr had 
clinched and one of the; men 
said he was shot through the 
bowels. Mr. Winship and his men, 
put the wounded man irL their 
wagon-and took him to Robert 
Perkin's.

The man who did the shSoting 


went . around the horses and 
climber over the fence. At that 
time Toole was still standing, al- 
though the coroner's inquest, 
held afterward, by Dr. John H. 
Spurrier, Dr. S. C. Thomas of 
Milroy, Dr. S. W. McMahan and 
Dr. <X H. Parson of Rushville 
showed that the two principal 
abdominal blood vessels, had 
been severed, - after the bullet 
passed through the stomach. He 
(Toole). was buried Sunday morn- 
ing Mowing in the Upper grave- 
yard. 


Bryson had taken a southwest 


course and was captured on the 
William Bowles farm ' about a 
mile below Milroy by Sheriff Car- 
ney and.

Chicago, May 1—CAP)—The 


swift motion of justice to send 
Frank Jordan to the electric 
chair for the killing of Police- 
man Anthony Ruthy was check- 
ed by the intervention of rela- 
tives today just as Jordan was 
about to enter his plea.

Jordan's attorney indicated to

He said 
the policeman fired at Jordan 
first and that Jordan shot in 
self-defense.
